sae and others that the Proclamation was issued in troublous times and was only 
ntended to appease the people and never to be put into actual practice. Sure- 
7% those who have the hardihood to say so insult their own Queen, inasmuch as they 
enly charge her with deliberately making an announcement to the people of India 
sa ich she never intended to be carried out. Lord Salisbury, in an article on the 
‘ish Home Rule Bill, published in the Pall Mall Gazette, said that one of the reasons 
ot not giving a separate parliament to Ireland was that it would be construed by the 
Indians into weakness on the part of the British Government and would consequently 
weaken that Government in India. Of course the Indians can expect no justice from 
men like Lord Salisbury, who is so very chary of making any concession even to 
the Irish, who are in all respects men like himself, having the same religion, ideas, 
&e,, and whose followers and colleagues, would rather lower themselves in the 
eyes of the civilized world by exchanging blows within the House of Parliament 
itself than grant the just rights of any subject nation. But Lord Salisbury and 
those like him ought to bear well in mind that India is not held only by the sword. 
It is the full confidence of the Indians in the sense of justice and honesty of the Eng- 
lish people as a nation that enables the British Government to rule this country. Let 
this faith of the Indians be once completely destroyed by the foolish utterances of 
Anglo-Indians and others that the Proclamation of 1858 was only a sentimental 
thing, thatthe English people were not true to their word and would say. one thin; 
anddo another as te their exigency, and the consequences will be too horrible 
to contemplate. Woe betide the day when some firebrands succeed in producing 
such an impression—too awful to think of—upon the Indians! Time was when. 
ucation in the natives was valued by Anglo-Indians, but at the present time 
itis rather a disqualification than otherwise, and the Pioneer has the audacity. 
to say that as the meeting held at Allahabad in support of Mr. Paul’s resolu- 
tion was attended only by the educated class of natives, the resolutions 
at it carried no weight inasmuch as Gonds, Bhils, and other uneducat 
inhabiting India had no voice in them. The fact is that when no sound argument 
can be urged against Mr. Paul's resolution, nothing but such nonsense can be 
expected from those who are opposed to it.

Was it not an aggression on the part of the Hindus that they 
collected in such numbers as 150,000 at Mau in the Azamgarh district on the Bakr 
Id day, and caused bloodshed?. The Hindus had made every preparation to commit 
a similar riot in the Ghazipur district, but through the timely and active steps 
taken by the District pee, erga Mr. Lambe, they failed. Thousands of Hindys 
armed with ldthis collected at village Beri (?) in defiance of the District Magistrate’s 
order, and it was due to the leniency of Mr. Denniston that this riot was treated 
as a petty affair. Had Mr. Bird, the new District Magistrate, not been promptly 
sent to Ballia, and taken immediate steps to put down the unruly spirit that was 
so rampant in the district, this so-called petty affair would have assumed such 
terrible dimensions that newspaper writers would have had a different and ghastly 


tale to tell. 


The writer in another page of the same issue mentions the number of Hin- 
dus in the various villages of the Azamgarh district who have been arrested and 
tried or are being tried in connection with the late riots; gives the nature of the 
various sentences passed on them ; and observes that in such and such batch “ most 
were respectable persons”; “ there were big lords of elephants, &c.” 


In the local news columns the paper states that a Hindu cloth broker, named 
Jit Singh, who with his gymnastic pupils, used to take part in the Muharram 
processions at Ballia, did the same thing this year, and that the Hindu cloth 
merchants have put a stop to his profession, and his castefellows have excommunicated 
him. Similarly the Hindu shopkeepers of a bazdr held at Yusafpur io the Ghazi- 
pur district have removed their shops therefrom because the Muhammadan owners: 
of the bazdér would not give up sacrificing cows. )

it is a mistake on the part of the British rulers in this 
country to suppose that because Hindus and Muaal- 
mdéns have recently fallen out with one another on 

religious grounds, they have become mortal enemies to 
one another. Far from it; they have already se to be partially reconciled and 
will again become intimate friends and peacefu neighbours, before long. Their 
temporary quarrels and feuds should therefore be taken in no other light than 
those between two brothers, who sometimes in an excited moment go the length 
of breaking each other’s heads, but after the excitement is over apologize and 
embrace each other. But any action ofthe Government, in its executive capacity, in 
these Hindu-Musalmdn riots, may serve to keep up the ill-feeling aroused between 
the two communities for some time. The writer, as a Municipal Commissioner, has 
just seen a circular letter from the North-Western Provinces Government, with 
which two judgments of the High Court are enclosed. One of these judgments 
relates to a criminal case in which some Hindus had forcibly taken away certain 
cows belonging to the Commissariat Department. The other relates to a case in 
which some Musalmdns had publicly exhibited cow’s flesh so as to wound the feel- 
ings of the Hindus. With reference to the second case, His Honor in his letter says 
that he regrets very much that the Musalm4ns concerned were not severely punished, 
and warns the Musalmans that if anybody wantonly outrages the religious feelings 
of Hindus in that way, he will see that he is severely punished. Now such a warn- 
ing was not called for at all. It cannot but have an evil effect on the minds of 
the uneducated multitude. There are several shops of butchers of long standing ; 
at Lucknow where cow’s flesh is sold, and the writer is afraid that His Honors 
words, though certainly not intended to create discord between Hindus and Musal- 
mans, are likely to influence the masses of Lucknow in the'wrong way. ° The less
